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THIRTEEN HURT IN 
STREEHAR WREK 

Motorman Is Seriously Hurt 
And is Rushed to St. Luke’s 
Hospital for Treatment. 

Several of the Passengers are Brought 

To South City and Treated at the 

Plymire Hospital. 

With a terrific crash two cars of the 
San Mateo line, running at full speed, 
came together head on Monday at a 
point half way between Baden station 
and the Twelve Mile House. Eleven 
passengers, many of them women, 
and the motorman of both cars, were 
injured. Three persons were so badly 
hurt that they may die. The injured 
were placed on a third car and rushed 
to the city, where two were taken to 
the hospital and others to their homes. 
The conductors escaped injury. 

At 12:30 p. m. car No. 1236, inbound, 
in charge of motorman E. N. Buzzard 
and Conductor E. Nicholl, was tied up 
at Holy Cross by a car ahead of it 
which had been derailed at that point. 
In order to get around it and continue 
on their trip the crew decided to go 
back one mile to a “switch over” and 
pass the derailed car on the outbound 
tract. 

While this car was running back¬ 
ward at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour car No. 1228, Motorman I. A. 
Gerard and Conductor Lewis, loomed 
up suddently around the Baden curve 
but a few rods away, and although 
both motorman applied the brakes the 
cars came together with sufficient 
force to telescope them; strewing the 
track with wreckage and blocking the 
line for hours. 

Motorman Buzzard who was probably 
fatally injured, was rushed to St. Lukes 
Hospital in San Francisco. Mrs. Bessie 
Jeppeson of this city was seriously cut 
with fiiyng glass and was badly bruis¬ 
ed and shaken, while Mrs. W. A. 
Blakely of San Mateo was suffering 
greatly from Shock ami was thought 
to be in a critical condiction. Both 
ladles were brough to South City where 
they were cared for at the Plymire 
Hospital. 

That more people were not hurt is 
due to the fact, it is said, that only 
three passengers were on the car which 
was responsible for the accident. This 
car was badly wrecked and all three 
passengers injured. Miss Vanderbilt 
of San Mateo was suffering greatly 
from shock and taken to her home in 
a serious condition. 

The United Railroads disclaims all 
responsibility for the accident and 
states that the car was run backward 
contrary to rules. The shutting off of 
the power, which occured at about the 
time of the collision, delayed the 
wrecking car for two hours longer than 
was necessary and seriously hindered 
the work of securing medicial treat¬ 
ment for those who were hurt.

WAR OF STOCKMEN IS SERIOU1. 

Sheepherdera In Wyoming Warned 
to Get Out or Die. 

Sheridan, Wyo., March IB.—The 
situation between the cattlemen and 
sheepmen has reached a crucial point 
and notices have been posted at all 
sheep camps In Northern Wyoming, 
warning the herders to take their 
flocks and get out of the country on 
pain of death to both herders and 
sheep.

The sheep¬ 
men are armed and will resist any 
attempt to make them leave the 
country. A meeting of flock masters 
has been called to take measures to 
protect the flocks.

Millimen is now in cus¬ 
tody, however, and it is believed that 
sufficient evidence can be had to secure 
a conviction. He will be taken to Red¬ 
wood this morning.

FIRE 0FAPRIL18TH 
STILL SMOULDERING 

Red-Hot Mass of Bird Seed Believed 

to be Under Debris of Wholesale 

House 

One of the first fires of April 18th last, 
strange as it may appear, isstill burning 
on Front street.

Wholesale merchants in the 
neighborhood never tire at looking at 
the miniature unquenchable lire and 
wonder how much longer it will last, j 
Many of them think that if the debris j 
was dug into it would reveal, six or 
seven feet below, a red hot mass of 1 
caked seed in all sorts of shapes. Out 
of curiosity, some of them are thinking 
of trying the exneriment this week. 

Dowie Is Laid to Final Rest, 

Chicago, March 15.—The funeral 
of John Alexander Dowie was held 
in Zion City yesterday and was quiet 
and unostentatious. 

A small portion of the magnificent 
choir that formerly officiated at the 
tabernacle, sang hymns. The body 
was arrayed in the wonderful white 
robe, which Dowie had worn since he 
assumed the title of “First Apostle 
of the Christian Catholic church.” 

The funeral oration was delivered 
by Attorney Barnes. The cortege 
was attended by hundreds of Zion¬ 
ists.

Pauls wish to < extend heartiest 
thanks to all who have helped bring 
about this happy consummation, and 
likewise to all the friends who feel 
the need of this church as an elevat¬ 
ing and saving influence in the com¬ 
munity, and are standing by it in 
these days of beginnings. 

As though the announcement of 
the payment of the debt were a good 
omen, eight new adult members were 
to he received on that evening. Six 
persons were actually received while 
two others had placed their letters 
with the church and had intended 
to come in at the same time, hut will 
he received probably next, Sunday.

NEW REGULATIONS FOR 

PRIVATE POST-CARDS 

An order has been issued by the 
Postmaster-General providing new re¬ 
gulations govering the size, form and 
weight of private post-cards entering 
the mails. Such cards must l>e made 
of an unfolded piece of card-board not 
exceeding three and nine sixteenths by : 
five and nine-sixteenths inches, nor 
less than two and three-fourths by four 
inches. They must in form and qual¬ 
ity and weight of paper be substantially 
like the Goverment post-cards. They 
may be of any color not interfering; 
with a legible address and postmark. 
Cards bearing particles of glass, metal, 
mica, sand tinsel or other similar sub¬ 
stances will not be accepted for mail¬ 
ing, except when enclosed in envelopes. |

FIVE ROADS WILL BE BUILT 
WHOLLY WITHIN THE STATE 
OF CALIFORNIA. 


Thirteen New Lines, Having a Track¬ 
age of 1,512 Miles Is Projected 
by the Southern Pacific. 


San Francisco, March 1 5.—Thir¬ 
teen new lines, representing an out¬ 
lay of $53,810,000, will be con¬ 
structed this summer by the South¬ 
ern Pacific, work to begin with set¬ 
tled weather. Five of the new roads, 
or nearly one-half of the tracks, will 
be laid in California; 775 miles will 
extend to Guadalajara, Mexico. 

This great total of new tracks does 
not include the electric railway sys¬ 
tem of forty-two miles it is con¬ 
structing, at an outlay of $2,000,- 
000, between San Jose and San Mateo 
and Los Gatos and Mayfield. Nor 
does it include the 110 miles of road 
it i3 to build jointly with the Santa 
Fe, under the name of the North¬ 
western Pacific, north from Willits 
into Humboldt county in order to 
give Eureka a rail outlet, at an 
estimated exjfense of $10,000,000. 

The thirteen new lines will have 
a total mileage of 1,512. One of 
these lines, which is known as the 
bay shore cutoff, will be completed 
in about four months, at a total 
cost of $7,000,000. 

Down in the Imperial valley, with 
a swing through Lower California 
eastward to Yuma, the company is 
building the Intercalifornia road. 
In Nevada it is preparing to finish 
the Nevada and California Company’s 
line between Hazen and Fallon. 

Five of the thirteen new roads, in¬ 
cluding the bay shore cutoff, are 
wholly within the State of California. 
One is the Central California line, 
via Dumbarton point. Another is 
the proposed cutoff between San Ra¬ 
mon and Pleasanton. Still another 
is the Sacramento Southern, between 
Sacramento and Antioch. These 
three lines will form a new freight 
route between Sacramento and the 
company’s freight yards in the 
southern part of this city, by way of 
Dumbarton point, Redwood and San 
Mateo. 

The Coast Line Railway, running 
from Santa Cruz twelve miles along 
the coast, paralleling the Ocean 
Shore Company’s route, is another 
Harriman project. 

The remaining projects are the 
Oregon Western, Oregon Eastern 
and California Northeastern. 

The two latter will form a new 
route between San Francisco and 
Portland, by way of Weed, Cal., and 
Klamath and Natron, Ore. 

The Oregon Western, Coos Bay 
and Northwestern Pacific will ulti¬ 
mately form a new north coast route 
between San Francisco and Portland, 
thus making three trunk lines be¬ 
tween the two great trade oenters of 
Oregon and California. 


Blazing Meteor Hits Earth. 

Santa Rosa, Cal., March 15.—Pan¬ 
demonium reigned in Chinatown 
shortly before midnight last night 
when a fragment of a blazing meteor 
shot through the heavens and fell 
right in the center of the street. The 
Celestials scattered to cover and the 
white people who had noticed the 
phenomenon hurried to the scene 
where the fragment about the size 
of a man's double fist lay sputtering 
and emitting sulphurous fumes. 
Scores of people inspected the frag¬ 
ment, which has been distributed in 
small pieces as keepsakes. 

Surprised at Work on Canal. 

Panama, March 15.—All the mem¬ 
bers of the Congressional party, 
headed by Speaker Cannon, ex¬ 
pressed great surprise yesterday at 
the work that has been done on the 
Panama canal. The party visited 
both La Boca, on the Pacific side, 
and the famous Culebra cut. 


Officer Teaches Ballooning. 

Fort Leavenworth, Kas., March 15. 
—Lieutenant Frank P. Laum, Sixth 
Cavalry, has been detailed as in¬ 
structor in ballooning at the war col¬ 
lege here. 


Louisville, Ky., March 15.—The 
sixth day of the street railway strike 
showed some betterment over yester¬ 
day’s meager service, about forty 
cars being run this morning. All 
were manned by imported strike¬ 
breakers. 

The cars were screened with heavy 
wire netting to prevent motormen 
and conductors from being struck by 
the missiles of the strikers. Auto¬ 
mobiles and wagons continued to 
carry most of the passengers. 

Police Captain Riley was ordered 
to put six of his men on a car leav¬ 
ing the East Broadway barns, but 
refused, telling Chief Gunther over 
the telephone that the strike-break¬ 
ers aboard the car were thieves and 
thugs and all armed. He was there¬ 
upon suspended and hK,jnen as¬ 
signed to other districts. ‘"** % 

The most serious rioting occurred 
at 11 o’clock at Fourteenth and 
Chestnut streets. Five cars were 
broken to pieces with stones. Several 
persons were badly injured. The 
mob numbered 1,000. 

When the riot reached its height 
and the police saw that they would 
be unable to cope with it, they be¬ 
gan firing over the heads of the 
crowd, but this only increased the 
fury of the mob. The mass of men | 
and boys then made an attack upon 
the police. Police Corporal Whit¬ 
man was hit in the head with a rock 
and badly hurt. 

The attack came as a result of,the 
gates at a railroad crossing being 
down to allow a train to pass. 

When the gates were raised a mo- 
torman turned on the current and 
jumped off the car. A delivery wagon 
was struck by the car. The horses 
and wagon were demolished and the 
car was left crosswise upon the 
track. 

The strike-breakers jumped off 
and were chased by the mob. A 
number of the strike-breakers were 
badly beaten. The fleeing men ran 
through the yards of private resi¬ 
dences and many escaped. Police re¬ 
serves were hurried to the scene. 
They charged the crowd repeatedly. 

Farley, the strike-breaker, is in 
the city. 

Twelve policemen in addition to 
Captain Riley, have been suspended 
from duty for insubordination. 


Disaster in Wall Street Panic. 

New York, March 15.—Not since 
the great Northern Pacific corner in 
May, 1901, has Wall street been hit 
by such a panic as swept through 
the big financial district yesterday 
and carried prices to a lower point 
than they have reached in three 
years. Under the pressure of enorm¬ 
ous selling orders, quotations of 
standard stocks went down with a 
crash. 

Harriman stocks led in the de¬ 
cline, while Reading dropped with a 
rapidity that amazed and confounded 
the oldest speculators in the street. 
The stock of the great coal road 
went off at one time $J3 a share be¬ 
tween quotations. From every 
quarter there was a rush to sell. Se¬ 
curities were thrown on the market 
in huge blocks and sacrificed for 
whatever they would bring. 

During the terrific demoralization 
that prevailed there were rumors of 
Impending failures, but when the 
day closed none had been announced. 


Gives 9100,000 For Famine. 

St. Petersburg, March 15.—The 
Grand Duke Michael, brother of Em¬ 
peror Nicholas, has given $100,000 
for the relief of the famine sufferers 
and has sold to the Peasant Bank 
for distribution for the peasants 66,- 
000 shares in acres of his estates In 
Orel province at an average price of 
$14 per acre. The Peasant Bank has 
contracted to purchase 811,000 acres 
of land. 


Police Kill Strikers. 

Belgrade, Servia, March 14..—In a 
conflict between police and strikers 
here today five of the strikers were 
killed and twenty wounded. Fur¬ 
ther collisions were narrowly avert¬ 
ed.

ROOSEVELT FULFILLS PROMISE 
MADE TO MAYOR SCHMITZ 
OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


Japanese and Corean Laborers Are 
Not Now Permitted to Enter the 
United States From Hawaii. 


Washington, March 15.—Comply¬ 
ing with the provisions of the immi- 
; gration act approved February 20 
last, President Roosevelt yesterday 
issued an executive order that such 
i citizens of Japan or Korea, to wit: 
Japanese or Korean laborers, skilled 
and unskilled, who have received 
passports to go to Mexico, Canada or 
Hawaii and come thererrom, be re¬ 
fused permission to enter the con¬ 
tinental territory of the United 
States. 

This order was issued by the Pres¬ 
ident in fulfillment of his promise to 
Mayor Schmitz and his associates 
from California when the negotia¬ 
tions regarding the Japanese school 
question were had in Washington. 


Petition on Jap Question Dismissed. 

Washington, March 15.—At the 
direction of President Roosevelt in¬ 
structions have been issued to the 
Department of Justice to United 
States Attorney Devlin at San Fran¬ 
cisco to dismiss the petition for a 
writ of mandamus and the bill in 
equity brought by the United States 
against the San Francisco school au¬ 
thorities bearing upon the question 
of the admission of Japanese child¬ 
ren in the public schools. 

This action of the President is in 
accordance with his promise to dis¬ 
miss these suits if the School Board 
of San Francisco rescinded its orig¬ 
inal action barring Japanese child¬ 
ren from the white public schools. 


Preshhuit Is Well Pleased. 

Washington March 15.—The Pres¬ 
ident professed to be well pleased 
with the news from California re¬ 
garding the action in the Japanese 
matter. He intimates that a new 
treaty may not be necessary, but it 
Is known the Japanese would prefer 
that, solution, and it is said here that 
negotiations have been in progress. 


Will Redeem Coupon Bonds. 

Washington, March 15.—The Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury has instruct¬ 
ed Collector of Customs at places 
where It Is found to be desirable, to 
deposit their customs’ receipts with 
National Bank depositories already 
established in the same cities as the 
customs houses. 

The Secretary also has issued a 
circular announcing that he will re¬ 
deem with Interest to July 1 any 
registered and coupon bonds, 4 per 
cent., 1907, to an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding $25,000,000. The bondB 
may be presented at once for redemp¬ 
tion. 

The Secretary has announced that 
under the circular of October 22, 
1906, the $18,000,000 in circulation 
required to be reduced, may be re¬ 
tained with the security now on de¬ 
posit. 


Will Enforce Eight-Hour Law. 

Washington, March 18.—Secretary 
Taft has given orders to the engi¬ 
neer offices of the War Department 
to enforce to the letter the eight- 
hour law as applied to public works 
under their direction. 

The effect of this order, which was 
issued with the permission of the 
President, will be far-reaching. It 
is predicted it will greatly reduce 
the amount of river and harbor 
work than can be accomplished 
under the appropriations made by 
the last Congress. 


Rebels Defeat Bonilla’s Army. 

Managua, Nicaragua, March 15.— 
The Hondurean revolutionists yester¬ 
day defeated the forces of President 
Bonilla of Honduras near Tegucigal¬ 
pa, after fifteen hours’ fighting. The 
revolutionists captured seventy of¬ 
ficers and soldiers. Many men were 
killed or wounded on both sides. 
The commander of the Hondurean 
troops was Minister of War Baraho- 
ma. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 15.—Pitts¬ 
burg is in the throes of one of its 
greatest fldods. The record of ten 
years has already been passed and 
the rivers are still rising. If the 
rise continues at the present rate the 
record of 1884, when the water 
reached the highest stage since 1835, 
will have been passed before night¬ 
fall. The stage in 1884 was 33 feet 
4 inches. Today the marks regis¬ 
tered 32 feet, with the awter creep¬ 
ing up at the rate of six inches an 
hour and still rising at all headwater 
points. 

Every tributary along the upper 
river Is swollen and dispatches from 
all sections of western Pennsylvania 
report the smaller streams beyond 
their hanks and the surrounding dis¬ 
tricts submerged. 

Weather bureau officials predict 
3 4 feet or over at Pittsburg. If this 
stage is reached the flood will not 
only be the greatest in seventy-five 
years, but the most disastrous in the 
history of the city. 

Warm, heavy rains throughout the 
entire section for nearly two days, 
added to by the melting snow from 
the hills and mountains, caused all 
the streams to rise with alarming 
rapidity. Until an early hour today, 
however, a flood of unusual propor¬ 
tions was not expectt 1 and rushing 
waters caught the people unpre¬ 
pared. 

As a result of this the damage will 
he much heavier. It was estimated 
early today that the loss from the 
closing down of maunfacturing 
plants alone would exceed half a 
million dollars and the damage to 
property from high water would be 
as much more. 

Nine deaths are attributed to the 
floods so far. These include tho 
three trlanmon who lost their lives 
by the collapse of the Harmersville 
bridge yesterday, and two men 
drowned last night when the towboat 
Cruiser capsized in the Ohio river. 


GUILTY, SAY THREE BRIBERS. 

Men Admit Guilt When Brought 
Into Court. 

Columbus, Ohio, March 15.— 
Three of the men indicted by the 
grand jury for accepting and giving 
bribes in connection with the Broad 
street paving contract, pleaded guilty 
today. They are Nelson Cannon, 
former general manager of the Trini¬ 
dad Paving Company of Cleveland; 
Arthur Beck, former assistant city 
engineer, and Alfred Shoemaker,, 
former city inspector. 

Cannon, Beck and Shoemaker were 
fcned as follows: 

Cannon, $650; Beck, $1185; 
Shoemaker $200. No Jail sentence 
was Imposed. 

Members of the board of public 
service, Fred J. Immel and Fred 
Leed, of Cleveland, and H. C. Long, 
all indicted for bribery, pleaded not 
guilty. 


Three Are Drowned at Zanesville. 

Zanesville, O., March 15.—Three 
Hungarians were drowned here as 
the result of the flood. A score of 
foreigners were living In a house 
that was surrounded by the Muskin¬ 
gum river overflow during the night. 
When they started to wade to land 
three were caught in the current and 
swept out Into the river. 

Flood conditions throughout Mu- 
slngum county are unprecedented 
and is growing worse hourly. 


The Ottawa River Overflows. 

Lima, O., March 15.—The heavy 
downpour of rain in this section has 
raised the Ottawa river beyond its 
bounds, the small waterway being 
unable to drain the district upon the 
crest of the Ohio’s water shed. Fifty 
families were forced to move out of 
their homes laBt night. 

Pipe lines have been unearthed 
and oil plants rendered useless by 
the high waters. 


Majorville Is Swept Away. 
Wheeling, W. Va.. March 15— The 
town of Majorville, Marshall county, 
a community of sixty houses, was en¬ 
tirely swept away by the water* ot 
Big Wheeling Creek. The people 
fled to higher ground. Viola, an¬ 
other town, was partly destroyed. 


HARRIMAN ADVISES RAILROADS 
TO BE ECONOMICAL Tt) OFF¬ 
SET LEGISLATION. 


Declares Postponement of Improve¬ 
ments at Time of High Prices 
Would Re Salutary in Effect. 


New York, March 15.—Beyond ths 
slightest doubt inner Wall street be- 
I lieves a check to general business 
has resulted from the railroad situa¬ 
tion, and that this check will grow 
more apparent. The activity of 
State Legislatures has aroused 
thoroughly the large railroad inter¬ 
ests of the country. The cost of bor¬ 
rowing money has been Increased, 
and there will be a marked increase 
in expenditures. 

In an interview given by E. H. 
Harriman yesterday on certain fea¬ 
tures of the railroad situation he 
said that, two kinds of courage are 
needed in developing and directing 
the affairs of a great railroad system. 
One is to make large expenditures 
when times are dull and the business 
outlook poor, and thus secure labor, 
money and materials at low cost. 

The other kind of courage, he 
said, is to be able to discontinue the 
expeniture of funds and the making 
of Improvements when business Is 
good, money dear, and labor high. 
This kind of courage, he said, would 
enable the railroad by waiting two or 
three years to make improvements 
at a reduction of 20 per oent in the 
cost of labor, money and materials. 
He considered such a saving a good 
profit for shareholders. 

When Mr. Harriman was subse¬ 
quently asked what would be the 
effect on general business of the 
withdrawal of the railroads from the 
iron and steel markets, he replied: 

“I do not wish to answer that 
question. I have been asked it be¬ 
fore.” 

“Would a check to business be 
the worst thing that could happen?” 

“It might not be an unmlxed evil,” 
Mr. Harriman said. “The railroads 
now have more business than they 
can handle. A slowing up would 
mean the curtailment of expendi¬ 
tures, an Increase in the surplus of 
the roads. It would mean also a 
lessened demand for labor and a 
reduced demand for money. These 
in consequence would become 
cheaper. 

“There are tnree things entering 
into railroad expenditures—-the hire 
of money, the cost of material, which 
I Is largely the hire of labor, for it 
is labor that, produces the materials, 
and the hire of labor. If mon must 
be paid for the hire of money then 
I there must be a reduction In the 
amount paid for the cost of material 
or the hire of labor. 

“There Is so muc~ money to be 
spent and tne Increased cost of one 
item means a decrease in the other 
two. The railroads must hold meet¬ 
ings, and as I have tried to make 
plain, the total costs are bound t,o be 
distributed. 

“A check to business Is of course 
better than a full stop,” Mr. Harri¬ 
man added, “but what would be 
applicable to a full stop would 
measurably be a throw-up.’ 

Practice Missouri Low In Ireland. 

London, March 16.—The authori¬ 
ties at various places in England and 
Ireland are trying the plan adopted 
by Judge Pollard of St. Louis, Mo., 
of discharging prisoners arrested for 
intoxication after taking the pledge 
to abstain from drinking, and the 
National Independent Temperance 
party is advocating legislation along 
this line. In several places mark¬ 
edly good results have followed the 
application of the method, in one 
instance, In Leicester, a confirmed 
drunkard having become a teetotal¬ 
ler and been reinstated in a position 
from which he had been discharged 
because of intemperance. 

Biscuits Lack Boxes. 

Seattle, Wash., March 15.—The 
plant of the Pacific Coast Biscuit 
Company here is tied up because 
boxes cannot be obtained from the 
Portland factories closed by the mill- 
men’s strike.

Free School Books 

A bill that will enable counties to pro 
vide free school books at their own ex¬ 
pense passed the Assembly Tuesday by 
a vote of 51 to 16. 

The measures was prepared by the 
Assembly committee on education. It 
provides that when a majorty lof school 
districts of a county, by their school 
boards, petition the county School 
Su]>erintendent for the issuance of text 
books to be loaned to the pupils without 1 
cost, that officials shall call a special 
election to decide t he question.
